FATAL BOAT ACCIDENT. 


Six Mon in the Prime of Life Find a 
Watery Grave, 
About 6:30 a, m., friday morning 
very sad accident occurred at what 
F known as the Kananaskis rapids of the 
i Bow River, abolt 6 miles below the con- 
Pi fluence of these two streams, 6 milrs above 
Morley and 45 miles west of Calgary. 
The men who lost their lives were engaged 
onthe dnve of the Eau Claire Lumber 
Co's, logs. Atthe hour mentioned nine 
men left the side of the river, where they 
had been camped, ina boat for the oppo- 
site shore of the Bow River to commence 
their days work. The point at which 
they attempted to cross was not considered 
dangerous, though it is only 200 rods 
above achute of some 5or Gfeet. The 
party comprised two boatmen ond seven 
} log. drivers, When the boat nud got 
within a very few feet of the shore the 
hands attempted to” snub her to a stump 
, on the land by ‘throwing aline, in this 
/ they unfortunately failed, The boat be- 
j came unmanageable and swung roun 
. with the current, instantly acquiring such 
a mottiéntum of speed that before any- 
thing could be done to stop her, she shot 
over the fall] Nke an arrow, in this leap 
she only took, about half a dozen pails of 
water, she passed the second fall without 
shipping any more water, but just after 
she jumped the third little fall, she struck 
a cock, swayed around with her side to the 
rock and tipped over, throwing all the 
men into the water, Where it is over 12 
feet decp, Six of them lost all connection 
with the boat and were carried down 
stream and drowned, The boat turned 
over and over, but the three men by reach- 
ing over hand managed to hold on till 
boatwan Mike Arnautt made the land. 
which was only 25 or 30 feet from the 
rock, carrying a line with him he hauled 
the boat to the beach with Duncan Me- 
Neill and John Mogg clinging to it. 
The names of the men who were lost are, 
; Hans Aanderson, aged about 35 years, he 
’ wae a married man, but his wife aud chil- 
dren are in Norway. Lemay Carr, who 
was one of the sawyers of the Eun Claire 
milla at Calgary, age about 36 years, was 
married and bad two children, they live 
on a property of their own on section 16 
Calgary. Wiliam Holman was a single 
man aged about 80 years, be had taken 
up a homestead south of Calgary. He 
came from Shubenacadie, 
and has no relatives here so far as we have 
been able to Jearn, Arney Goodman, an 
Ieciander, abou! 22 years of age, unmai- 
ried, he was a brother of Mr. Oliver Good- 
man of Calvary, where the young man 
was well knuwn as a steady respectable 
person, John McNeil a young unmarried 
man who camé’ here from the town of 
Paisly, province of Ontario. There were 
three brothers and one sister of this family 
living in Cilgary, two of the brothers were 
inthe boat when it upset, Duncan es- 
caped but John persbed, The name of 
the last of the six was Neels Avalson, a 
Norwegian, not married, age about 20, be

As Indian 
Commissioner be handied the rude Reds 
of the plains on the almost calamitous 
disappearance of the buffalo, when the 
cruel pang ot hunger began to gnaw the 
elastic stomaehs of the semi-barbarous 
North American Indian, and when loyal 
adherence to the treaty with the white

Mr. Royal so far has made a good im- 
pression and there is no reason why his 
administration, begen under such favor- 
able auspices should not be productive 
of excellent results to the Territories.

Regina rejoices im the discovery oi a new 
brick yard on the Pile o' Bones Creek, in 
the immediate vicinity of Binger & Kerr's 
farm. Messrs, Milette & Co., are the in- 
terested parties and no donbt the concern 
will turn out handsome profits. The bricks 
are all that could be desired. About $60,- 
000 worth of brick buildings will be erect> 
ed here between now and the appearance 
of beautiful snow.
